The unlimited capita! behind it, and more es- 
pecially the large amount of money already spent in •.advertising 
it* coming here, will cauae ita owners to fight vigorously any pro- 
test we may put up. Having spent so much, they will willingly 
spend mure to till the engagement, and even city official* arc not 
immune against being bought tiff. 

When we first sounded our warning, weeks ago, we bad not 
■ seen "The Birth of a Nation." We spoke from the information 
gathered from our eastern papers. Since then we saw the prodne- 
lion in Chicago, white the Chicago Censor Board ordered some of 
the objectionable scenes cut out. what we did see was enough to 
make any self-respecting Negru's blood run cold, an<r"cfr3»%h to 
make anv self-respecting white person ashamed of his own race

Those white people 'whose business is supported largely^if not 
entirely, by colored patrons, owe it tf usijp hire colored help 
wherever it is possible to do so. In every case, it is possible to 
hire'^iT least 3 porter. Yet there are many places. living 
wholly off the Negro, where there is not a Negro employed. ' 
about is fair play. If we are making your living for you, 
Business Man, the least you can' do is to give us one little job. 

But another side to the question. The business that the Ne- 
gro helps to support, and that will not support him in the way of 
employment, that business- the Negro should boycott. Turn about 
is fair play., and it's a poor rule that won't work both ways. 

We cannot understand why so many Negroes will continue 
today to patronize the white business man, when he knows that 
the man has no use for him beyond the money he spends, and 
would not give -him, or any other Negro, a job even to keep hint 
from starving. We cannot understand why. when, there ire so 
many other picture-houses on Market Street, Negroes will Sock in 
crowds to the Retina, when that house re/uses point-blank to rein- 
state the colored employee it dismissed some weeks ago and re- 
fused to hire any other colored employee. 

But then, there are lota of things about the Negro that wt 
cannot understand. He is a mystery even %o hiautjU.- When he 
conies to himself and finds himself, then there will be hope for hint:
